T would be a difficult task to imagine a more perfect form of 


government than that of the JSTew England town meeting, 
which had ABSOLUTE CONTROL of the public affairs of 
the township.

Unconsciously Chicago's anny of 
chool children,

)eeu solving its traction problem. It 
has erased from the blackboards nil 
jublic school records for punctuality. 
!t has made going to school a joy to 
such an extent that the child who used 
:o be pitied because he had to walk a 
mile to school or run the risk of catch- 
ng a street car now is the object of 
envy of his schoolmates. The farther 
le lives from school the longer the 
skate. 


It is acknowledged that the roller 


skating fad is reaching beyond the 
school children and that the grownups 
as well are becoming inoculated. 


"Out in Oak Park it is a standing 
oke that after the children go to bed 
iieir mothers and big sisters—who are 
noted for their tiny feet—sneak out the 
roller skates and try them on the back 
sidewalks under the shelter of dark- 
ness," said John, Farson recently. Mr. 
Farson is looked upon as the patriarch 
of the new fad In Oak Park. 


"Oak Park intends to maintain its 


lead by building the first society skat- 
ing rink. Then the society women will 
not have to skate ou!y in their own 
jack yards." 


But like all popular diversions, that 


of roller skating has its vexing prob- 
lems. It has been ,o!)served by teach- 
ers that the children often fall asleep 
at school. They skate to school in the 
morning. They skate home for lunch 
at noon and back to school again. The 
result, so some teachers claim, is drow- 
siness. Teachers In the public schools 
of Pittsburg recently complained that 
roller skating had spread an epidemic 
of "that tired feeling" among the chil- 
dren, so that they neglected their 
studies and napped when they should 
be studying. 


Members of the Chicago school board 


who have pinned their faith on roller 
skating maintain that Chicago chil- 
dren are stronger physically than those 
of Pittsburg. 
They credit any evi- 


dence of the "tired feeling" to the an 
nual advent of "spring fever." 


Dr. Jarues F. Clnatal, member of the 


school board, believes in roller skating. 


"I am heartily in faror of it," he 


said. "Of course I suppose it will not 
be long before my colleagues on the 
board come out for public ownership 
of roller skates. 
Roller skates make 


the school children as independent as 
automobile owners." 


Dr. Wladyslaw A. Kuflewski of the 


school board does not attribute the 
tired feeling to loo much roller skat- 
ing. He said lack of proper nourish 
ment and nervous strain of city life 
were two causes of fatigue. 


As to the tired feeling feature, John 


Fnrson went one butter than the mem- 
bers of the board of education. 


"I'll bet it isn't the children who are 


sleepy. 
It's the teachers," said Mr. 


Far-son. 
"Anyhow that's what's the 


trouble out in Oak Park—not only with 
the teachers, but the school board too. 
They ought to adopt the children's 
amusement of roller skating as a 
means of getting waked up." 


The latest in the roller skatiug fad is 


to go shopping on skates. On a recent 
Saturday afternoon a couple of fifteen- 
year-old girls were .seen in State street.

Appeal For Concerted Effort Toward 


Complete Union of the Church Made 
by Former Moderator of Cumberland 
Branch — Recommendation of Bap- 
tists—Religious Meetings. 
Columbus, O., May 17. — Rev. Wil- 


liam H. Roberts of Philadelphia was 
elected moderator at an interesting 
session of the Presbyterian general 
assembly here. He was chosen by ac- 
clamation, the other candidates having 
withdrawn. 


Dr. Roberts was.stated clerk of the 


assembly for fourteen years and is 
regarded as one of the ablest and 
most popular men in the church. His 
name was presented by Dr. Ira 
Landrith of the Cumberland branch, 
who paid a high tribute to Rev. Dr. 
Roberts as a leader, both 
in 
the 


movement for a united church and in 
the broader field of inter-denomina- 
tional co-operation. 
' The moderator announced that the 
Rev. Dr. Charles Manton of Paris, 
Tex., would act as vice moderator. 


The keynote of Rev. Dr. Landrith's 


sermon at the devotional service was 
an appeal for concerted effort toward 
the complete union of the church. 
"The war is over," said Dr. Landrith. 
"Southern Presbyterianism, without 
our co-operation, can never overtake 
the presbyterian possibilities and de- 
mands of the south in general and the 
southwest in particular. The southern 
church will welcome our co-operation 
and it will hasten the consummation 
so devoutly to be wished, the ultimate 
union of the two churches. It is fa- 
vorable acquaintance and not section- 
al exclusiveness that brings churches 
together." As to the race problem in 
the south, Dr. Landrith said: "The 
certain remedy for all racial ills lies 
in the. direction of good schools and 
ch-_rches—good but racially separate 
schools— in which children are taught 
the dignity and as far as possible, the 
arts of honest toil, and good, but for 
the best interests of all concerned, 
racially -separate congregations, in 
which Christianity and not the mur- 
derous prejudices of. racial and sec- 
tional hatred are preached."

He reported that in the city 
of New York the average lifetime had 
been increased from 28 years to 40 
since 1866. The census statistical re- 
ports show that out of 11,037 deaths 
of young men between the ages of 20 
and 24. 3,752 were from tuberculosis 
of the lungs, 975 from typhoid, 751 
pneumonia, 350 accidental drowning, 
407 heart disease, 
304 appendicitis, 


294 Bright's disease, 253 meningitis. 


Dr. Fisher found 
that there has 


been a decrease of diseases which are 
communicable, and an 
increase 
in 


organic diseases, those diseases due 
to errors in diet and overwork. Tha 
deaths 
from Bright's disease 
and 


heart disease are on the increase. The 
diseases which carry off the largest 
number of young men are tubercu- 
losis, malaria, typhoid and appendi- 
citis. 


At one health resort for consump- 


tive young men it is found that out 
of 330 cases of consumption that over- 
work, improper food and housing WJP 
responsible for 157 cases; late hours, 
the pin suit of pleasure in its baser 
forms and dissipation for 101 cases, 
and 72 were from venereal dis?ases. 


The records of insurance con panics 


show that there is more sicknsss 
among young meu between the ages 
of 18-25 than from 35-50.
